which left Port Arthur at 7 o'cloclc, 
Sunday evening."

RUSSIA DENIES 
CAPTURE OF 
PORT ARTHUR 


St Petersburg Says Situation There 
is Unchanged. 


MAKAROFF ON THE OFFENSIVE 


London, March 15.—Through official 
channels the Russian government de­ 
nies that Port Arthur has been aban­ 
doned to the Japanese or captured by 
them, despite the reports to that effect 
received from three sources and re­ 
iterated from Wei-Hai-Wei, the^ British 
fortress, 100 miles away. 
St. Petersburg’s denial is as follows: 
'‘There is no truth in the rumors 
that the Russians have 
abandoned 
Port Arthur. Admiral Abaza, secretary 
of the commission on Par Eastern af­ 
fairs, authorizes the Associated Press 
to deny the story. 
He says the sit­ 
uation at Port Arthur is unchanged 
and that nothing of importance has oc­ 
curred there in the last 24 hours.” 
This is supplemented by the follow­ 
ing from Tien Tsin, one of the points 
which originally sent out the rumor of 
the town’s fall: 
“Tien Tsin, March 15.—The reported 
occupation of Port Arthur by the Jap­ 
anese is untrue, according to a tele­ 
gram 
received 
here at 11 o’clock, 
which left Port Arthur at 7 o’cloclc, 
Sunday evening.” 
Whatever the truth, there can be no 
question of the danger that threatens 
the stronghold, Russian women—wives 
of officers—who have fled from the 
town, tell awful stories of thS bom­ 
bardments and the loss of life and the 
damage incident to them. 
Ruseians Block Harbor. 
A correspondent of the Daily Mail 
at Newchwang says that after the re­ 
moval of the battleship Retvizan four 
Russian 
stea,mers, the Harbin, the 
Hailar, the Nlnguta and tjie Sungari, 
were anchored at the mouth of the 
entrance to Port Arthur in proper po­ 
sition and sunk, leaving only a small 
channel available, Vice Admiral Maka- 
roif 
having 
previously ordered the 
whole fleet to remain 
outside 
with 
steam up, economy of fuel being un- 
necepsary. 
This dispatch, which is prominently 
displayed by the Daily Mail, and which 
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it Is really Inside Ihe harbor of Viadi- 
vostok. 
The Standard’s Tokio corresiX)ndent 
l^ays that according to a dispatch from 
Gen San, the Russians are believed to 
be >vithdrawing from the northeastern 
frontier of Korea and concentrating 
at Vladivostok,

Rutsiant Plan to Fall Back Slowly to 
Await Reinforcements. 
Yin Kow, March 15,—The local Rus­ 
sian 
authorities are apparently in­ 
censed and manifestly much annoyed 
at the solicitous inquiries of the com­ 
manders of foreign gunboats regard­ 
ing the projected blocking of the Liao 
river before the arrival of the Japa­ 
nese, which latter event is regarded as 
a foregone conclusion. Although the 
blocking of the Liao and also the de­ 
fense of the settlement and native 
town are regarded as unattainable it 
is certain that a disposition of guns 
has been made and a defense plan has 
already been arranged. 
The arrival 
of General Kondratovitch a few days 
ago, however, threatened to cause the 
abandonment of the original inten­ 
tion. 
Tha best Russian information ob­ 
tainable at Port Arthur iind New­ 
chwang admits the government’s in­ 
tention to fall back indefinitely until 
it can complete the mobilization of 
300,000 troops for the purpose of as­ 
saulting and opposing the Japanese, 
and probably 200,000 more to oppose 
the Chinese. 
The same opinion asserts that Ad­ 
miral Makaroff will fight hard. 
He 
is determined to weaken the enemy at 
any cost^ and make the operation of 
the Baltic sea fleet in the Far East 
feasible, though it may bo necessary 
to fight without the Pallada, Czare­ 
vitch and Retvizan, which, it is ad­ 
mitted, cannot be fully repaired with­ 
in six months. On account of the un­ 
certainty of successfully constructing 
a mud dock in which to repair the 
Czarevitch and the Retvizan, naval 
experts allow a year for the work. 


JAPS BURY RUSSIAN DEAD 


Sailors From the Varlag Given Hon­ 
orable Interment. 
Tokio, March 15.--Salvers working 
on the Variag at Chemulpo found the 
bodies of tv/o Russian sailors. 
They 
were taken ashore, and the captains 
of tbe ?/IatRuse and Asama conducted 
burial services. 
The Japanese coqsul 
was present. 
Els;ht of the 23 of the Russians 
wounded who \vere taken to the Mat- 
suyana Red Cross hospital, are in a 
serious condition.

has 165 wounds from steel splinters 
scattered over his body.

Whole of Manchuria In Confusion. 
Pekin, March 14,—Private^ Chinese 
reports that are b(?ing received here 
state that the whole-of Manchuria is in 
a state of utter confusion, owing to^ 
the Russians haviqg seized all food' 
supplies and other commispariat ne­ 
cessities. 
The natives are streaming 
south towards the ports and are suf­ 
fering great hardships.

Really Alive ? 


B y H e r b e r t N. C a s s o n 


HE more that scientists study life the less difference do they 


find between what we call do^d things and what we call live 
things. 


Tho latost book on this question is called "The Compara- 
tive Physiology of the Brain," by Professor Jacques Loeb, of 
Chicago University, 
It is like most scientific books—hard to 
read for those who want something exciting. 


There are two kinds of books. Some are like sandy beaches 
and some are like gold mines. Tho sandy beach books are for 
those who like play better than they iike work. They amuse you. and help you 
to forgot your troublos; but after you have got through with them you have 
nothing left to keep that is valuable. 


The gold mine books are different. Whenever you read one of them, you 
have to work hard. 
You dig up the ideas out of the long sentences. ' You 
break up the big words that stick out here and there like rocks. 
But when 
your work is over you have some gold left and your mind is stronger because 
of the vigorous exercise. 


In Professor Loeb^s book there is a chapter on "Instincts," which up&ets a 
great many of our ideas on living things and dead things. He says that thou- 
sands of the lower animals are nothing but machines. 
They are not con- 
scious any more than a glass of soda water is conscious. 
In fact, they are 
nothing but little bundles of chemicals. 


When a moth is flying at the side of a lamp or electric light the rays of lisrht 
tighten up the muscles of the moth on the side that is nearest to the light and 
warp it around until it flies directly into tlie blaze. 


The plants that move toward the sun turn around for tho 'same reason. 
The rays of light tighten up the side of the stem that Is nearest to the sun, 
and slowly tho plant savings around until it faces the light. 
Its movement is 
caused by the chemical effect of light. 


You may have noticed, in the springtime, how the little caterpillars come 
ont of the nest and climb up to the tips of the branches, where the soft 
young leaves are. How do they know that these leaves are the best food for 
caterpillars? And how do they know, without being taught, that these leaves 
are always at the tips of the branches? 


They don't know anything about it, says Professor Loeb. As soon as they 
come out of the nest the rays of light from the sun warp their bodies in such a 
way that they cannot help climbing upwards. They are little machines, almost 
like the tin toys that the peddlers sell on the sidewalks. 


These curious ideas, I liope you will remember, are not fancies or guesses. 
Professor Loeb has examined dozens of moths and dozens of caterpillars and 
dozens of plants, to find out why they act as they do. If you think that his ideas 
are absurd, you can find.out the facts by getting more moths and caterpillars 
and plants than he has, and by studying them more carefully than he did.—New 
York Journal.

Are Lower Animtls 
Really Alive ? 


B y H e rb e rt N. C a sso n 


HE more that soicnlists study life tho less diiDferenee do they 
find between what w’c call de^d things and what we call live 
thln^rs. 
Tho latest book on this question is called “fhe Compara­ 
tive Physiolotry of the Brain,’* by Professor Jacques Loeb, of 
Chicapro University. It is like most scientific books—hard to 
read for those who want sonielhinp: exciting. 
There are two kinds of books. Some are like sandy beaches 
and some are like gold mines. The sandy beach books are for 
those who like play better than they like work. They amuse yon, and help you 
to forget your troubles; but after you have got through with them you bave 
nothing left to keep that is valuable. 
The gold mine books are dilferent. Whenever you read one of them, 3’ou 
have to work hard. 
You dig up the ideas out of the long sentences. ’ You 
break up tho big words that stick out here and there like rocks. 
But when 
your work Is over yon have some gold, left and your mind is stronger because 
of the vigorous exercise. 
In Professor Loeb’s book there is a chapter on “Instincts/' w^hich up&ets a 
great many of our ideas on living things and dead things. He says that thou­ 
sands of the lower animals are nothing but machines. 
They are not con­ 
scious any more than a glass of soda water is conscious. 
In fact, they are 
nothing but little bundles of chemicals. 
When a moth is flying at the side of a lamp or electric light the rays of light 
tighten up the muscles of the moth on the side that is nearest to the light and 
warp it around until it flies directly into the blaze. 
The plant« that move toward the sun turn around for the 'same reason. 
The rays of liglit tighten up the side of the stem that is nearest to the sun, 
and slowly the plant swings around until it faces the light. Its movement is 
caused by the chemical effect of light. 
You may have noticed, in tbe springtime, how the little caterpillars come 
ont of the nest and climb up to the tips of the branches, where the soft 
young leaves are. How do they know that these leaves are the best food for 
caterpillars? And how do they know, without being taught, that these loaves 
are always at the tips of the branches? 
They don’t know anything about it, says Professor Loeb. As soon as they 
come out of tho nest the rays of light from the sun warp their bodies iu such a 
way that they cannot help climbing upwards. They are little machines, almost 
like the tin toys that the peddlers sell on the sidewalks. 
These curious ideas, I liope you will remember, are not fancies or guesses. 
Professor Loeb has examined dozens of moths and dozens of caterpillars and 
dozens of plants, to find out why they act as they do. If you think that his ideas 
are absurd, you can find.out the facts by getting more moths and caterpillars 
and plants than he has, and by studying them more carefully than he did.—New 
York Journal.

The history of this anchor, 
which is an uncommonly 
lar.G:e one, 
woiirhiuff about two and a half tons, 
is shrouded in darkness.

ally acoeptod theory is that it roarhcd 
Its present location aftor Commodore 
Perry's victory on Lake Erie had jjivon 
the Amoricans temporary 
control of 
the lower lakes. 


It is supposed that the British wore 
contomplating naval operations on the 
upper lakes, and this anchor was being 
carried by ox teams across tho portaiio 
from New York to Gooririan Ray, and 
when 
it reach(»d Holland 
Lauding, 
forty miles from Toronto, the war sud- 
denly ended. 
The burden 
was toi> 
heavy and the value- not worth 
tlie 
trouble of niovim: it further either way, 
and it was left in the woods, whore it 
was found twenty years or so a^o. 


Since then the trees have been cut 
away and the land now forms a nice 
park, belouft'inii to the corporation of 
Holland 
Landin;:. 
Alderman 
Uams- 
den's idea is that it would be an in« 
terestinir relic in this city, which oriu'- 
inally suffered so severely in that way. 
but of course it is not certjun that the 
people of Holland Landing would part 
with it.-Toronto (Out.) Globe.

Every member of tlie Osage tribe 
has a balance of Ç4.644 deposited in 
the safest place on earth, in the vaults 
of Uncle Sam's big bank at Washing- 
ton. drawing 5 per cent dnterest. 
In 
addition to this, they have each 857 
acres of land, about one-fifth of which 
is in a good state of cultivation, and is 
worth from $10 Lo 30 an acre. 


Of the t o u l remainder 88G,000 acres 
is leased for pasture, mostly to Texas 
cattle men, at an aveiage rental that 
gives the land a value of ?5 an acre 
to the Indian. 
But averaging up the 
whole at the low value of $8 an acre— 
and this does not talie into considera- 
tion the oil nor the 
in values that 
must follow the several lines of rail- 
ways now being constructed through 
the reservation—the land holdings of 
each Osage are easily worth $d.85G, 


That is to say a re-iy conservative 
statement of the wealth of these peo- 
pla must place it at not less than $11,- 
5oO for every man, woman and child 
of the tribe.—Chicago Inter Ocean.

Wrien Will Coal Give Out, 
It appears that there is coal in the 
United kingdom to a diepth of 4.000 
feet, «ufficlent, at about the present 
rate of output, to suffice for 371 years, 
but that this period xvill be consider­ 
ably extended, s’eeing that there is 
»every probability that raindng can be 
carried on to a depth of 7,000 feet, 
though at this depth there will not be 
anything like tlm area of coal that 
there is at the former limit 
And it 
further seems probable to expect that 
tli.is period of supply may be still fur­ 
ther extended by the more economical 
use of fuel, due to the establishment 
of central electrical supply stations, 
and the utilization of Mond and other 
gas-producing processes, and of gas- 
driven engines, as well as other means 
of obtain.ing a higher percentage ot 
the heat value of the fuel.—Engineer­ 
ing Magazine.

The stomach really plays only a small 
part in the complex act of digestion, 
Its principal use being that of a resar- 
voir. 
H*ence it Is that without this 
organ meals have to he taken incon­ 
veniently often and, unusually small. 
There are seven, little organs, of com­ 
plex chemical function, far more in­ 
dispensable than the stomach, which 
are seldom heard of. 
We could not 
exist, for instance, without the supra­ 
renal capsules 
and the 
pancaeas.

T he CMitAtltAns Pofisr»9 nn

W hich T h c 3' Propo«o to H onor. 
Akloriuan Ramsdon has a scbomo on 
foot to bring the famous anchor at 
Holland Landing to Toronto and place 
it on Garrison Common, tho city's pro­ 
posed new park, as a relic of the War 
of 1S12. 
The history of this anchor, 
which is an uncommonly large one, 
woighinir about two and a half tons, 
is shrouded in darkness. 
Tho gener­ 
ally accepted theory is that it reached 
its present location after Commodore 
Terry's victory on Lake Erie had given 
(he Americans temporary controi of 
the lower lakes. 
It is .supposed that the British were 
contemplating naval operations on the 
upper lakes, and this anclior was being 
carried by ox teams across tho portage 
from New York to Georgian Ray, and 
when 
it reachi'd Holland Landing, 
forty miles from Toronto, the war sud­ 
denly ended. 
The burden was t0f> 
heavj^ and the value not worth tlie 
trouble of moving it further either way, 
and it was left in the w’oods, where it 
was found twenty years or so ago. 
Since then the trees have been cut 
away and the land now forms a nice 
park, belonging to the corporation of 
Holland Landing. 
Alderman Uams- 
den’s idea is that it would be an In« 
teresting relic in this city, which orig­ 
inally suffered so severely in that w^ay, 
but of course it is not certain that the 
people of Holland Landing would part 
with it.—Toronto (Ont.) Globe.

Reached Prosperous Days, 
Every member of the Osage tribe 
has a balancB of $4.G44 deposited in 
the safest place on earth, in the vaults 
of Uncle Sam’s big bank at Washing­ 
ton, drawing 5 per cent interest. 
In 
addition to this, they have each 857 
acres of land, about onc-iifth of which 
is in a good state of cultivation, and is 
worth from $10 to 30 an acre. 
Of the total remainder 88G,000 acres 
is leased for pasture, mostly to Texas 
cattle men, at an average rental that 
gives the land a value of $5 an acre 
to the Indian. 
But averaging up the 
whole at the low value of $8 an acre— 
and this does not talve into considera­ 
tion the oil nor the Yeu\) in values that 
must follow the several lines of rail­ 
ways now being constructed through 
the reservation—the land holdings of 
each Osage are easily worth $d,85G, 
That is to say a re:y conservative 
statement of the wealth of these peo­ 
ple must place it at not less than $11,- 
5oO for every man, woman and child 
of the tribe.—Chicago Inter Ocean,

WARMERS. 
If you drop into a shop where Jap- 
anese, novelties are for sale and see 
some curious perforated objects that 
look like "mouth organs" planned on 
Oriental lines, don't make the mistake 
of buying'them for musical instru- 
ments. 
They are kiros, or Japanese 
hand warmers. 


In the country of the Mikado they 
don't believe in suffering from cold 
hands and knees, and the kiro is sim- 
ply a portable stove that one can tuck 
away in his pocket when not needed. 
It is a simple contrivance, and can bo 
put Inside a pair of large mittens. 
Sometimes they are fastened to the 
knees to keep the legs from getting 
cold. 
Persons out driving or speeding 
in an auto need not get frostbitten 
toes and fingers if they use kiros, 


Fuel puitable for use comes with the 
kiro. Enough can be purchased for 
fifteen 
cents to last two months. It 
is a curious preparation of charcoal, 
and gives off little gas and no smoke. 
In Japan those who have to work out 
of doors in cold weather carry several 
kiros Inside their clothing and are able 
to face the lowest temperatures. 


Many who 
have used this small 
Japanese stove In the sick room boast 
that it is much superior to hot water 
bags for cold feet or to apply where 
pain is felt. A hot water bag is heavj', 
l8 unwieldy to handle, and its temper- 
ature is bound to fall.

TO CLEAN OLD LACE. 


' To clean lace lay it between two 
sheets of white or blue paper, sprin- 
kled with magnesia. 
Should this not 
clean it and washing 
necessary» take 
a round bottlo ^*ith water or some- 
thing In to ke-p It under water. AA'ind 
the lace carefully around it and cover 
with a piece of cheesecloth, plunge 
into boiling water and let it remain a 
few minutes, thon rinse. Then take it 
off the bottle and place right side 
down on a 
padded 
ironing 
board. 
Over this spread a damp cloth and 
press with a hot iron. 
A little white 
sugar added to the water in Avhich the 
over cloth is dampened will stiffen 
the lace better than starch. When the 
lace has become stained or greasy, put 
hi a bottlo of olive oil and let it remain 
for several hours. 
This g'ves back 
the 
soft appearonce 
of 
new 
lace. 
.\ftcr this you can proceed with the 
l)oiling. 
If the lace is too largo for 
the bottlo paste smoothly and exact- 
ly on a piece of checsccloth.—Ne .v 
York E-ening Jorinal, 


A CHAPTER ON STAINS. 


Ink Stains—Soak in .sour milk. If a 
dark stain remains, rinse in a weak so- 
lution of chloride of lime. 


Blood Stains—Soak in cold salt wa- 
ter, then wash In warm water with 
plenty of soap; afterward boil. 


Grass Stains—Saturate the spot thor- 
oughly with kerosene, then put in the 
wash tub. 


Iodine Stains—Wash 
with 
alcohol,

then rinse in soapy water. 


Hot Tea and Coffee Stains-Soak the 
stained fabric in cold water: wring, 
spread out and pour a few drops of 
glycerine on each spot. Let stand sev- 
eral hours, then wash with cold water 
and soap. 


Iron Paist—Soak the stain thoroughly 
with lemon juice; sprinkle with salt 
and bleach for several hours in the 
sun. 


Mildew—Soak in a weak solution of 
chloride of lime for several hours, 
liinse in cold water. 


Sewing 
:\Iachine 
Oil 
Stnins-Rnb 
with lard. Let stand for several hours, 
then wash with cold water and soap. 


Scorch 
Stains—Wet 
the 
seorched 
place; rub with soap and bleach in the 
6un. 


Soot Stains—Rub the spot with dry 
cornmeal before sending to the -wash. 


Fruit Stains—Stretch the fiibric con- 
taining the stains over a basin and pour 
boiling water on the stain. 
If the 
r?tain has been fixed by time, soak the 
article in a weak solution of oxalic 
acid or hold over the fumes of sul- 
ph nr. 


Pitch, Wheel Grease, Tar 
Stains- 
Soften the stains with lanl. then soak 
; 1 turpentine. Scrape off the loose sur- 
face dirt; sponge clean with turpentine 
and rub dry. 


Vaseline Stains—Saturate the 
spot 
with ether and turn a cup over it to 
prevent evaporation untij the stnin is 
removed. 
Use the ether with £;t'eat 
care. 


It is hard for even the housewife of 
large experience to remember exactly 
the simpler agents for removing stains.

JAPANESE HAND WARMERS. 
If you drop into a shop where Jap­ 
anese. novelties are for sale and see 
some curious perforated objects that 
look like “mouth organs” planned on 
Oriental lines, don’t make the mistake 
of buying • them for musical instru­ 
ments. 
They are kiros, or Japanese 
band warmers.

Scrape off the loose sur­ 
face dirt; sponge clean with turpentine 
and rub dry. 
Vaseline Stains—Saturate the spot 
with ether and turn a cup over it to 
prevent e\'aporation until the stAin is 
removed. 
Use the ether Avith i;t'eal 
care.
